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.    ALGERIAN  MAT  PORE  CAST  REDUCED 

The  high  estimate  of  the  1929  wheat  production  in  Algeria  has  "been 
reduced  from  40,601,000  bushels  to  20,025,000  ."bushels,  according  to  a  cable 
from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.    The  crop  new  ap- 
pears to  he  only  about  65  per  cent  of  the  1928  harvest,  and  the  smallest 
production  since  1924,     The  Institute  believes  that  this  decrease  in  thresh- 
ing yields  from  the  amounts  forecast  earlier  may  be  attributed  to  some  rath- 
er serious  cases  of  rust;  to  some  severe  sun- drying,*  and  to  storms  and  hail 
after  the  first  estimates  were  made.    The  July  barley  forecast  also  has  been 
reduced  from  40,878,000  bushels  -to  24,802,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  37.6 
per  cent  from  the  1928  harvest  and  the  smallest  production  since  1926.  See 
table,  page  473. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

In  the  British  cured  perk  market,  averages  of  Liverpool  quotations 
for  the  week  ended  August  11  were  generally  lawer  than  for  the  preceding 
week  and  a  year  ago,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commis- 
sioner E,  A.  Poley  at  London,    American  short  cut  green  hams,  however,  were 
still  about  75  cents  above  last  year  at  $24.22  per  100  pounds.    Danish  Wilt- 
shire sides,  at  $24,98,  also  continued  above  1928  levels.     .American  prime 
steam  western  lard  averaged  down  to  $13.58,  a  point  nearly  $1,00  below  a 
year  ago.     See  table,  page  475, 

The  German  hog  market  remained  firm  during  the  week  ended  September 
11,  according  to  information  cabled  by  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  O.L. 
Dawson  at  Berlin,     quotations  on  heavy  hogs  for  the  week  at  that  market  aver- 
aged $18,53,  per  100  pounds  against  $16.48  a  year  earlier.    Lard  at  Hamburg, 
huwever,  was  easier  at  $14.11  per  100  pounds,  about  $1.35  under  last  year's 
average.     See  table,  page  475. 

Butter  prices  in  the  principal  European  markets  continued  to  r3_se  dur- 
ing the  weeic  ended  September  12.    While  domestic  prices  also  advanced,  the 
margin  in  favor  of  New  York  was  reduced  to  6.5  cents  above  Copenhagen  as  cf 
"that  date.     The  official  quotation  in  the  latter  market  was  fie  equivalent  of 
39.3  cents  per  pound  against  45.75  in  New  York,    A  year  ago  the  Copenhagen 
figure  was  40,8  cents  against  49,5  cents  in  New  York.     The  London  market  is 
reported  as  firm  and  indications  are  that  those  conditions  will  continue  at 
least  until  the  new  season's  supplies  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere  become 
noticeably  larger  in  the  fall  and  early  winter.    Price  table  appears  on  to  age 
475. 
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Wheat  production  in  1939 

The  1S29  world  wheat  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China  is  forecast 
at  3,400,000,000  bushels,  or" 500, 000,000  bushels  below  the  record  production 
of  1923.    Harvesting  is  being  completed  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  but  the  pub- 
lished estimates  are  still  incomplete  and  subject  to  revision.     The  crop  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  is  entering  the  critical  period  and  conditions  during  the 
next  few  weeks  may  change  the  rough  forecasts  included  for  these  countries. 
The  1929  production  in  30  Northern  Hemisphere  countries  which  have  reported  to 
date  is  2,854,502,000  bushels  as  compared  with  3,245,923,000  bushels  in  the 
same  countries. in  1928  when  these  countries  represented  83  per  cent  of  the  world 
total  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China. 

The  1929  wheat  crop  in  the  United  State?  is  now  placed  at  785,726,000 
bushels,  which  is  116,465,000  bushels  or  13  per  cent  below  the  1928  crop.  The 
present  estimate,  however,  is  about  12,000,000  bushels  greater  than  the  forecast 
a  month  ago;  all  of  the  increase  being  in  durum  and  other  spring  wheat  as  no 
forecast  of  winter  wheat  production  is  made  at  this  time.     The  1929  Canadian 
crop  is  officially  forecast  at  293,732,000  bushels,  as  compared  with  the  revised 
estimate  of  566,726,000  bushels  in  1928c     While  the  acreage  sown  to  wheat  this 
year  was  1,132,000  acres  great  ei  lh?n  in  1928 ,  the  yield  per  acre  is  estimated 
at  only  11.5  bushels  as  coraoarefi  with  <r-Vr  bushel?, -in  1923  and  an  average  of 
17.1  bushels  per  acre  during  the  years  19.i.3-'19>:S«,     The  1929  production  is  the 
smallest  since  1924  when  262, 09?  ,000  bu  the  1-3  were  harvested.     Threshing  and 
inspection  returns  indicate  that  the  quaiiby  of. this  year's  crop  is  good. 

Production  in  20  European  countries  is  now  reported  at  1,329,028,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  1,364,094,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  in  1928 
when  they  represented  97  per  cent  of  the  estimated  European  total  crop  exclu- 
sive of  Russia.    Prance,  Spain  and  Italy  have  harvested  crops  well  above  last 
year  but  decreases  in  other  European  countries,  particularly  in  the  Danube 
basin,  have  offset  these  large  crops  and  the  crop  for  the  continent  as  a 
whole  is  about  3  per  cent  below  1928.    For  additional  estimates  received  dur- 
ing the  last  week,   see  table,  page  468. 

The  high  yields  of  wheat  anticipated  in  Algeria  have  not  been  realized 
and  the  August  estimate  of  34,024,000  bushels  is  a  reduction  of  more  than 
6,500,000  bushels  from  the  July  estimate.    The  total  production  in  3  North 
African  countries  is  74,772,000  bushels  against  67,173,000  bushels  in  the  same 
countries  last  year. 

Porei^n  growing  conditions 

Europe 


The  weather  over  Europe  during  the  week  ended  September  12  continued 
mostly  dry  with  above  average  temperatures  during  the  day,  according  to  cable 
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information  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin.  Rains 
were  reported  over  Scandanavia,  Poland  and  the  Baltic  countries.     In  other 
regions  only  light  local    rains  were  reported.      In  Russia  the  weather  was 
mostly  clear  in  the  western  and  southern  regions  "but  some  rain  fell  in  cen- 
tral Russia  and  the  Volga  region.    Lower  temperatures  were  general  in  the 
latter  regions* 

Southern  Hemisphere 

The  weather  in  Argentina  during  the  week  ended  September  9  continued 
warm  and  dry.    During  the  past  seven  weeks  there  has  "been  only  0.3  inch  of 
rainfall  in  the  northern  wheat  district  of  Argentina  as  compared  with  a  nor- 
mal of  2.3  inches.      The  rainfall  in  the  southern  wheat  districts  during  the 
same  period  was  also  0.3  inch  against  a  normal  of  XO  .inches.     In  Australia, 
useful  rains  fell  in  the  principal  wheat  areas  of  South  Australia  and  Vic- 
toria.   Light  rains  were  reported  in  the  other  States. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to  September 
7,  1929  were  38,139,000  bushels  against  25,807,000  bushels  during  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1928,    Exports  during  the  week  ended  September  7 . were 
3 » 582,000  bushels    against  5,958,000  bushels  the    previous  week  and 
3,858s000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  September  8,  1928. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  September 
6,  1929  stood  at  61,055,000  bushels  a* ■.compared  with  10,226,000  bushels  on 
September  7,  1928.      jtJoth  receipts  and  shipments  of  wheat  in  the  western 
division  during  the  week  ended  September  6  showed  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious week.    Receipts  at  Port  Williams,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  during 
the  week  were  2,031,000  bushels  against  604,000  bushels  the  previous  ?/eek. 
Shipments  during  the  week  were  1,940,000  bushels  against  1,781,000  bushels 
the  previous  week, 

Russia 

Grain  procurements  of  State  and  cooperative  organizations  in  U.  S« 
S.  R.  during  August  amounted  to  1,874,000  short  tons,  compared  with  248,000 
short  tons  in  July,  according  to  Mr.  Dawson,    Last  year  the  procurements 
amounted  to  583,000  and  99,000  short  tons  during  Aigust  and  July  respective- 
ly.   The  procuring  "plan"  for  August  was  exceeded  by  22  per  cent,  but  the 
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procurements  of  "bread  grains  are  less  satisfactory  than  those  of  feed 
grains »  probably  reflecting  this  year's  crop  outturn.    There  is  therefore 
some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  procuring  plan  with  respect  to  bread  grain 
for  the  quarter  July- Sept  ember  will  be  executed.    The  execution  of  the 
August  procuring  "plan"  was  exceeded  in  Ukraine,  Tatar  Republic  and  Cen- 
tral 3lack  Earth  region  by  70,  76  and  92  per  cent  respectively  while  in 
the  southeastern  and  eastern  regions,  i.e.,  Forth  Caucasus,  Siberia,  Ural 
and  Middle  Volga,  the  procuring  operatioii  fell  below  the  "plan"  by  9,  33, 
51  and  50  per  cent  respectively.    Livestock  in  some  of  the  eastern  sec- 
tions of  R.  S.  P.  S.  R.   (Russia  proper),  which  were  in  a  fairly  good  condi- 
tion there,  are  endangered  on  account  of  a  shortage  of  feedstuffs  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  failure  of  the  grass  crop  and  reduced  grain  crop.    The  autumn 
sowing  campaign  was  delayed  in  the  south  and  southeastern  part  of  European 
Russia  and  partly  in  the  central  sections  due  to  the  continued  dryness. 

Foreign  market  conditions 

Europe 

A  medium  turnover  was  reported  on  the  German  grain  markets  during 
the  week  ended  September  10,  Mr,  Dawson  reports.    The  spot  price  of  domes- 
tic wheat  at  Hamburg  declined  5  cents  per  "bushel  during  the  week  to  $1.60. 
The  price  of  rye  at  Berlin  also  declined  5  cents  per  bushel  and  on  September 
10  was  quoted  at  $1.14  per  bushel.     The  corresponding  prices  a  year  ago  were 
$1.32  and  $le25  per  bushel  respectively. 

China  (Shanghai) 

Arrivals  of  wheat  for  the  Shanghai  mills  continue  to  be  liberal  and 
are  somewhat  larger  than  was  anticipated  earlier  in  the  season,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  P„  ■%  Hyhus  at  Shanghai*    Present  sup- 
plies appear  ample  to  operate  mills  at  full  capacity  until  January  or  Febru- 
ary,   Local  wheat  for  September  delivery  is  quoted  at  $1.08  per  bushel  while 
American  wheat,  western  red,  No.  2  for  September  and  October  shipment  is 
quoted  at  $1,36  per  bushel  which  is  considered  too  high  to  encourage  pur- 
chases of  American  wheat.     Canadian  No«  5  is  quoted  slightly  higher  than 
American  western  red.     Stocks  of  flour  at  Shanghai  are  reported  to  be  large 
and  although  the  market  is  steady,  it  is  not  as  active  as  might  be  expected, 
considering  the  low  price  of  native  floLir.     The  price  on  the  local  exchange 
for  September  delivery  is  $1.29  per  bag.     The  demand  from  North  China  is  only 
fair  as  the  Hanking  government  has  issued  an  embargo  on  exports  of  flour  to 
foreign  countries  and  to  the  port  of  Darien. 

Japan 

The  price  of  United  States  wheat,  western  white,  Ho.  2  was  quoted 
at  "Japanese  mills  at  $1.74  per  bushel  on  September  1  as  compared  with  $1,81 
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on  August  1  and  $1.50  on  July  1  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Kemper  at 
Tokyo.     The  quotation,  on  September  1,-1928  was  $1.59  per  "bushel.     The  whole- 
sale  price  of  Japanese  flour  showed  little  change  "being  quoted  at  $1*795  per 
fifty-pound  "bag  on  September  1  against  $1.79  on  August  1.    Normal  conditions 
prevailed  on  the  domestic  flour  market  during  August  and  the  export  demand 
for  flour  was  fair.    Milling  activity  ,  however,  is  below  the. high  level  es- 
tablished last  year  although  the  domestic  consumption  of  flour  is  increasing. 
Total  imports  of  flour  into  Japan  from  all  countries  during  July  were 
1,253.000  bushels  as  compared  with  1,336,000  bushels  imported  during  June 
and  1,282,000  bushels  during  July  1928.     Imports  from  United  States  during 
July  were  78,000  bushels,  from  Canada,  831,000  bushels,  and  from  Australia,' 
189,000  bushels.    Flour  exports  during  the  month  were  461,000  bags  of  fifty- 
pounds  as  compared  with  547,000  bags  during  June. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

The  wheat  market  was  quite  steady  to  stronger  during  the  week' ended 
September  12.    Prices  were  around  two  cents  higher  during  the  first  half 
of  the  week  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  week.     They  declined  slightly 
prior    to-  the  Government  crop  report  only  to  recover  sharply  after  the  re-' 
port  on  strength  of  the  estimate  of  the  production  of  all  domestic  grains 
being  considerably  lower  than  last  year,  and  continued,  dry  weather  in  Ar- 
gentina.   December  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at  144  cents  on  September  12 
as  compared -with  140  cents  September  5  and  113  cents  l§st  year.  December 
futures  at  Minneapolis  closed  at  145  cents  or  six  cents  higher  than  the 
week  before,  while  at  Kansas  City  they  showed  an  advance  of  three  cents. 
December  futures  at  Winnipeg  closed  at  158  cents  as  compared  with  153  cents 
last  week,  while  at  Liverpool  they  closed  at  149  cents  as  against  147  cents 
last  week,     October  futures  at  Buenos  Aires  were  slightly  lower  on  Septem- 
ber 11  than  the  weok  before* 

During  the  week  ended  September  6  cash  prices  of  all  classes  of 
wheat  excepting  hard  red  spring,  as  weighted  "by  sales,  regained  *r  more 
than  regained  the  loss  of  the  week  before.    All  classes  and  grades  at  six 
markets  advanced  five  cents  to  128  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  110 
cents  last  year.    No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  advanced  three 
cents  to  137  cents  as  compared  with  141  cents  two  weeks  before.    No.  2 
hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  and  No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  advanced  five 
and  eight  cents  respectively  to  125  and  138  cents  respectively.    No.  2 
amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  five  cents  to  132  cents.    White  wheat 
did  not  show  the  strength  of  other  classes  as  western  white  at  Seattle  ae 
indicated  by  the  average  of  cash  quotations  only  advanced  one  cent  to  126 
cents  per  bushel.

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Rye  production  in  1929 

The  1929  European  rye  production  as  now  reported  by  16  countries  is 
847,591,000  bushels,  which  is  833,000  bushels  greater  than  the  crop  harvested 
in  1928.    The  Quality  of  this  year's  crop  is  reported  to  be  good  but  the  large 
stocks  remaining  from  the  1928  harvest  have  helped  to  depress  prices  and  this 
will, be  a  greater  inducement  to  feed  rye  this  season.    On  September  11  the 
spread  between  the  spot  prices  of  domestic  wheat  and  rye  in  Germany  was  46 
cents  per  bushel  in  favor  of  wheat  while  on  September  12,  1928,  the  spread  was 
only  7  cents  in  favor  of  wheat.     The  crop  in  Poland  has  not  turned  out  as 
well  as  was  expected  at  the  time  the  first  estimate  of  production  was  issued 
and  the  latest  estimate  of  246,443,000  bushels  shows  a  reduction  of  over  20, 
000,000  bushels  but  is  about  5,000,000  bushels  above  the  1928  crop.    The  es- 
timates received  during  the  past  week  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  458. 


PEED  GRAINS 
Barley 

The  1929  barley  production  in  26  countries  has  been  reported  at  1,250, 
319,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  4-5  per  cent  from  the  1,320,215,000  bushels 
raised  last  year,  when  they  represented  79  per  cent  of  the  estimated  Northern 
Hemisphere  total  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.     The  acreage  sown 
as  reported  in  32  countries,  on  the  contrary,  was  5,8  per  cent  larger  than 
that  of  last  year.     The  European  and  Asiatic  countries  as  a  whole  show  an 
increase  in  production  this  year,  while  the  United  States  and  Canada,  in  spite 
of  sowing  increased  areas  to  barley,  are  harvesting  much  smaller  crops  on 
account  of  the  severe  drought  this  summer. 

Tie  United  States  barley  crop  was  estimated  at  the  beginning  of 
September  to  be  304,143,000  bushels,  which  is  about  the  same  as  the  forecast 
of  a  month  earlier.     It  is  now  expected  to  be  about  52,000,000  bushels  less 
than  the  record  crop  harvested  last  year.    The  yield  is  expected  to  average 
22.4  bushels  per  acre  compared  with  the  28.5  bushels  harvested  last  year  and 
an  average  of  24.8  bushels  during  the  preceding  ten  years.     Its  condition  as 
of  September  1  was  58.3  per  cent  compared  with  a  condition  of  70.1  per  cent 
a  month  earlier,  and  84.4  per  cent  on  September  1,  1928.     In  California,  the 
production  is  forecast  at  27,324,000  bushels  compared  with  31,842,000  bushels 
last  year  and  28,422,000  bushels,  the  average  during  1923-1927. 

She  yield  per  acre  of  the  barley  crop  in  Canada  this  year  was  only 
about  two- thirds  of  the  usual  yield.  The  first  estimate  of  production  is 
106,201,000  bushels,  a  figure  more  than  22  per  cent  below  the  harvest  of  1928, 
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"while  tho  barley  area  of  5,399,000  acres  was  almost  21  per  cent  above  that 
sown  last  year.     The  average  production  from  1920-1928  was  87,000,000  bushels, 
of  which  about  63,000,000  bushels  was  retained  for  seeding  and  borne  -  con  sumption 
Owing  to  the  sharp  reduction  in  this  year's  Canadian  oat  crop,  however,  there 
are  indications  that  the  demand  for  barley  for  feeding  may  result  in  little  or 
no  Canadian  barley  being  available  for  export. 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  barley  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  is  below 
the  production  of  the  last  two  years','  while  the  Lithuanian  crop  is  above  the 
1927  and  1928  harvests.    The  first  estimate  of  the  1929-30  barley  area  in 
Argentina  is  1,450,000  acres,  almost  10  per  cent  above  that  sown  last  year. 
These  -preliminary  estimates,  with  the  revisions  that  have  been  received  during 
the  past  week,  are  shown  in  the  barley  production  table  on  page  471,  and  barle; 
acreage  table  on  page  469.     The  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in  England  and 
Wales  as  of  September  1  was  estimated  by  "The  London  Times"  as  107  per  cent 
of  the  1919-1928  average,  against  a  percentage  of  108  last  year,  and  102  in 
1927. 

Shipments  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  since  July  1  amounted  to  22,279,000  bushels,  an  increase  of 
19.1  per  cent  over  the  shipment  of  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  United  States  export  of  barley  during  the  week  ended  September  7  was  the 
largest  weekly  export  since  October  22.     See  barley  trade  table,  page 
United  States  barley  prices  increased  a  little  during  that  week.    No.  2  barley 
at  Minneapolis  advanced  .2  cents  to  53  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  6  cents 
below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  table  showing  barley 
prices,,  page  473.     In  Denmark  it  was  reported  at  the  end  of  August  that 
quotations  for  foreign  feed  barley  were  lower  and  that  domestic  prices  had  alsr 
declined. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  6  amounted  to  7,393,000  bushels  against  only  1,530,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  last  year,  and  563,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of 
barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur-,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  September  6 
amounted  to  1,334,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  totaled 
only  21,000  bushels. 

■Oats  U 

The  1929  oats  production  in  20  countries  is  reported  at  2,580,944,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  12.7  per  cent  from  the  3,070,800,000  bushels  raised  in 
the  same  countries,  last  year,  when  they  represented  80  per  cent  of  the  estimator 
Northern  Hemisphere  total  oats  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    The  Eoropea. 
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and  African  countries  as  a  whole  show  an  increase  in  production -this  year, 
while  the  United  States  and  Canada  show  a  large  decrease. 

.     The  United  States  oats  crop  was  estimated  at  almost  1,205,000,000 
bushels  at  the  beginning  of  September,  which  was  practically  the  same  as  the 
forecast  of  a  month  before.     The  crop  matured  early  and  suffered  no  serious 
additional  injury  from  the  dry  weather  of  the  past  few  weeks.     The  crop  this 
year  is  about  244,000,000  bushels  below    last  year's  production  of  1,448,677,, 
000  bushels,  and  140,000,000  bushels  below  the  five-year  average.     Its  con- 
dition as  of  September  1  was  74.5  per  cent  compared  with  a  condition  of  75.6 
per  cent  a  month  earlier  and.  34.4  per  cent  on  September  1,  1928. 

The  oats  crop  in  Canada  this  year  has  been  seriously  affected  by 
drought.     The  first  official  forecast  of  production  is  234,588,000  bushels, 
which  is  more  than  27  per  cent  below  the  harvest  of  last  year,  and  the  smallest 
crop  since  1910,  when  oats  exports  dropped  down  to  less  than  5,500,000  bushels. 
The  August  estimate  of  oats  area  has  been  reduced  by  200,000  acres  to  12,474, 
000  acres,  which  is  5  per  cent  below  the  1923  area,  and  the  smallest  acreage 
since  1316.    Daring  the  past  nine  years,  the  average  production  has  been  467, 
000,000  bushels.     The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  oats  crop  in  Czechoslovakia 
is  placed  at  94,109,000  bushels,  the  smallest  crop  since  1925,  while  the  es- 
timate of  the  crop  in  Lithuania  is  above  that  of  the  past  two  years.  See 
oats  production  table,  page  471.     The  first  estimate  of  the  1329-30  area  in 
Argentina  is  3,700,000  acres,  a  figure  2.5  per  cent  above  that  of  the  preced- 
ing year.     See  page  469.     The  condition  of  the  oats  crop  in  England  and  Wales 
as  of  September  1,  as  estimated  by  "The  London  Times",  was  104  per  cent  com- 
pared with  a  percentage  of  105  last  year  and  104  in  1327. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  5,563,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  32.1  per  cent  from  the  exports  reported  for  the  same 
periods  of  1928.     United  States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  September 
7  almost  equaled  the  unusually  heavy  shipments  of  the  week  ended  August  24. 
See  oats  export  table,  page  472.     There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  United 
States  oat s  prices  during  the  first  week  of  September.    ITo.  3  white  oats  at 
Chicago  advanced  4  cents  to  46  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  the  highest  price 
since  July,  and .7  cents  above  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
See  table  shewing  oats  x^rices,  page  473.     It  was  reported  in  Denmark  at  the 
end  of  August  that  prices  of  German  oats  had  been  declining  steadily,  and 
that  the  market  was  dull. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  September  6  stood  at  10,241,000  bushels  compared  with  only  1,495,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1923  and  1,383,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of 
oats  at  Port  William,    port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  September  6 
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totaled  564,000  "bushels,  while '  shipments  dueing  the  same  period  amounted  to 
1,129,000  bushels.    Stocks  of  oats  in  Argentina  on  June  30  amounted  to  about 
23,400,000  bushels. 

Cprn_ 

The  1920  corn  production  in  3  countries  so. far  reported  is  olaced  at 
2,830,846,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  6.5  per  cent  from  that  raised  in  the  same 
countries  last  year,  when  they  represented  82.5  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
Northern  Hemisphere  total  corn  production.    The  total  for  the  5  Eur ope an . . 
countries  reported  is  almost  twice  as  large  as  for  the  sane  countries  last 
year,  while  there  is  a  large  decrease  apparent  in  the  United  States  crop.  The 
first  estimate  for  Canada  was  almost  10  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year,  but 
its  condition  at  the  beginning  of  September  was  considered  poor.     See  table, 
page  470,  for  new  1929  corn  estimates  and  revisions. 

Corn  prospects  in  the  United  States  declined  sharply  during  August  in 
practically  all  parts  of  the  country  as  a  result  of  unusually  dry  conditions. 
The  condition  of  corn  on  September  1  was  reported  as  67.9  per  cent  of  normal 
or  about  11  points  lower  than  on-  August :lj  and  10,5  points  below  the  73.4 
per  cent  reported  a  year  ago*.    The.  forecast  on  the  basis  of  the  September  1 
condition  is  for  a  production  of  2.455, 997,000  bushels,  which  is  nearly  11 
per  cent  below  the  forecast  of 'August  1,  and  fully  13::  per  cent  below  the 
final  production  estimate  of  last  year. 

Recent  dry  weather  in  the  important  corn  growing  districts  of  Europe 
have  probably  been  detrimental  to  the  forage  and  corn  crops.    The  reports  on 
corn,  however,  are  still  very  optimistic  except  in  Bessarabia  and  the 
neighboring  Old  Kingdom  district  of  Rumania,  where  the  August  drought  was 
officially  reported  to  have  caused  a  10  to  15  per  cent  reduction  in  the  es- 
timate of  the  yield  of  late  planted  corn,  which  this  year  occupies  a  larger 
proportion  than  usual  of  the  total  area.     It  is  officially  reported  that  the 
Egyptian  corn  crop  is  earlier  than  last  year,  and  that  the  growth  of  the  plants 
is  satisfactory.     In  the  Union  of  South  Africa  beneficial  rains  facilitated 
the  early  preparation  of  the  ground  in  the  corn  growing  area  for  the  next  year's 
crop. 

Uet  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  Argentina,  the  Danubian 
countries,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  so  far  for  the  corn  year  ending  October 
31,  1929,  total  223,584,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  17.1  per  cent  from  that  ex- 
ported during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.     United  States  corn  ex- 
ports increased  a  little  during  the  week  ended  September  7.     See  corn  trade 
table,  page  472. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  both  United  States  and  Argentine  corn 
prices  during  the  first  week  in  September.    Ho.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  ad- 
vanced 1  cent  to  $1.02  per  bushel,  being  2  cents  above  the  price  for  the 
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corresponding  week  last  year,  while  future  prices  were  10  cents  above  those 
of  last  .year.    Argentine  quotations  at  Buenos  Aires  for  both  September  and 
October  futures  advanced  2  cents  to  89  and  90  cents,  respectively, while  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  week  last  year  both  future  prices  averaged  85  cents. 
This  year  the  spread  between  United  States  and  Argentine  September  futures 
was  15  cents,  while  at  the  same  tine  last  year  it  was  only  8  cents. 

SUGAR  BESTS 

Including  revised  estimates  received  to  date  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  the  European  sugar  beet  acreage  is  estimated  at 
6,466,459  acres  as  compared  with  the  previously  published  estimate  Of  6,517, 
948  acres.     The  revised  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  1.6  per  cent  from  the  acre- 
age reported  for  1923.     Revisions  from  early  estimates  occur  in  Belgium, 
Switzerland,  Rumania,  Poland,  and  Russia,  the  greatest  change  occuring  in 
Poland  where  the  estimated  acreage  has  been  reduced  from  540,000  to  588,614 
acres.    Trie  revised  figure  for  Poland  shows  a  slight  increase  over  last  year 
when  578,938  acres  were  devoted  to  sugar  beets.    !To  changes  from  the  early 
estimates  have  been  made  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.    The  1929  Canadian 
acreage,  as  previously  reported,  shows  a  decrease  of  1.4  per  cent  from  last 
year  while  the  United  States  acreage  is  21.3  per  cent  above  that  of  1928. 
The  total  sugar  beet  acreage  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Europe  is  es- 
timated at  7,298,000  acres,  as  compared  with  7,265,0)0  acres  reported  for  1928. 
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SEPTEMBER  1  PROSPECTS  POR  APPLES  AMD  PEARS  III  EUROPE :  Continental 
fruit  crop  prospects  have  changed  little  since  the  beginning  of  August,  accord- 
ing to  a  report  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin.  Re- 
ports from  important  producing  sections  continue  to  indicate  an  apple  crop  con- 
siderably above  that  of  last  year  and  a  pear  crop  somewhat  less  favorable  but 
which  may  still  turn  out  to  be  near  last  year's  good  crop.     The  relatively 
large  supplies  of  domestic  fruit  will  result  in  less  dependence  on  overseas 
fruit  than  last  year,  especially  during  the  early  part  of  the  season. 

The  weather  has  been  somewhat  dry  but  in  general  was  not  unfavorable. 
An  increased  dropping  of  fruit  is  reported  locally  as  a  consequence  of  dry 
weather  but  this  is  not  expected  to  materially  affect  the  prospect  as  setting 
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was  heavy  in  those .  sections.    Early  a^ple  varieties  are  generally  less  promis- 
ing than  late  varieties.    Pears  and  apples  marketed  to  date -have  met  with  a 
fairly  good  demand  in  spite  of  increasing  competition  from  peaches . and  grapes? 
See  Foreign  Service  release  F.  S.  /  E-84,  September  12,  132S. 

SPANISH  OLIVE  CROP:    Another  lar^e  crop  of  olives  is  expected  in  Spain 
this  year  and  present  estimates  of  the  probable-  yield  of  olive  oil  range  from 
682,000,000  to  992,000,000  pounds  according  to  Consul  Austin  Brady  at  Malaga* 
Production  last  year -was; 408,000, 000  pounds.     While  the  present  estimate  is 
far  "below  that  resulting  from  the  record  olive  crop,  of  1927  which  was  placed 
by  the  government  at  1,467,000,000  pounds,  if  the  yield  reaches  882,000,000 
pounds  it, will  be  the  largest  from  any  Spanish  olive  crop,  except  the  record 
one  since  1917.     In  only  three  of  the  last  thirty .years ,  1911-1917  and  1927 
have  there  been  olive  crops  in  Spain  producing  880 ,-000, 000  or  more  pounds  of 
oil.  ■ 

THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  HOGS  AND  POBZ 

The  current  foreign  demand  for  American  cured, pork  products  appears 
tc  be  somewhat  better  than  that  of  a  year  ago,  according  to  information 
available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Additional  competition  from  Denmark,  however,  is  probable  within  the  next 
few  months  as  a  result  of  larger  numbers  of  hogs,  breeding  sows  and  young 
pigs  on  hand  in  the  country  as  against  last  year.     On  the  other  hand,  fac- 
tors-favorable to  the  United  States  export  trade  in  cured  pork  products  are: 
Reduced  hog  numbers  in  European  countries  other  than  Denmark;  reduced 
slaughterings  in  Germany,  Denmark  and  Netherlands,  the  countries  in  which 
available  supplies  affect  most  materially  the  European  demand  for  American 
cured  pork;  smaller  current  receipts  of  Continental  cra-ed  pork  in  British 
markets  as  against  last  year,  and  a  European  price  level  higher  than  a  year' 
ago. for  hogs  and  cured  pork. 

In  lard,  total  exports  from  the  United  States  are  running  ahead  of 
last  year,  but  prices  being  paid  in  Great  Britain  and '  Gen.'many  have  had  a. 
tendency  to  go  below  those  of  1928  during  the  last  few  months.     In  the  former 
country,  which  is  the  largest  single  foreign  buyer  of 'American  lard,  stocks 
have  been  larger  than  last  year  since  March.     In  the  United  States  also, 
stocks  are  larger  than  a  year  ago.     Prices  have  stiffened  recently,  although 
still  below  those  of  last  year.    The  hog  situation  in  the  United  States  in 
August  and  early  September  was  one  of  slightly  increased  slaughterings  as 
against  preceding  months,  with  a  weakening  of  hog  prices  below  those  of  last 
year,  and  a  tendency  toward  higher  corn  prices. 
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European  pork  "Product ion 

The  general  tendency  in  European  hog  production  has  "been  upward  since 
the  war,  with  the  current  recession  being  the  first  one  of  any  significance. 
The  efforts  to  regain  pre-war  levels  of  production  have  rendered  less  evident 
the  usual  production  cycles.    In  most  of  the  important  producing  countries, 
nog  numbers  in  1923  were  up  to  or .greater  than  the  pre-war  figures.  In 
Germany,  Denmark,  Netherlands  and  3 -eat  Britain,  the  forces  of  foreign  com- 
petition and^ demand  are  important  f~.ctoss  in  determining  the  profitableness 
oi  hog  breeding.    The  reduction  in  European  pork  production  during  the  season 
beginning  November  1,  1928  was  a  direct  result  of  the  unfavorable  feed  and 
hog  prices  relationships  which  developed  following  the  extended  breeding., 
operations  of  1927.    As  stated  in  the  "Outlook"  statements  issued  by  this 
Bureau,  however,  (see  "Foreign  Crops  aad  Markets"  Vol.  19  No.  5  page  177)  the 
more  favorable  price  conditions  which  have  developed  since  late  in  1923  may 
be  counted  upon  to  stimulate  pork  production  in  Europe  for  1929-30  beyond  the 
192S-29  level.     In  fact,  preliminary  official  figures  from  Denmark,  the  lead- 
ing competitor  of  the  United  States  in  the  British  cured  pork  market,  place 
nogs  as  of  July  1,  1929  at  3,653,000  head  against  3,362,900  a  year  earlier, 
with  substantial  gains  in  breeding  stock  and  young  pigs. 

r  —  ... 

-in  Germany,   the  leading  European  producer  with  the  possible  exception 
of  Russia,  total  hogs  as  of  June  1,  1929  are  Placed  about  17  per  cent  "celow 
the  1923  level,  but  breeding  stock  there  is  also  on  the  increase,   as  is  true 
m  Netherlands.     It  is  apparent  that  breeders  of  hogs  in  those  countries  were, 
encouraged  as  far  back  as  the  fall  of  1928  to  plan  for  the  replacement  of  the 
animals  killed  in  the  heavy  slaughter  of  the  1927-26  season,    European  slaugh- 
ter of  recent  months  has  run  consistently  behind  that  of  a  year  ago.  There 
appears  to  oe  no  reason  to  expect  any  sharp  increase  in  slaughter  figures 
auring  the  first  few  months  of  the  coming  season,  but  conditions  are  favor- 
able for  increased  pork  production  as  the  new  season  advances. 

European  uork  market  conditions 

^Compilation  of  our  usual  monthly  data  on  the  international  pork 
situation  (see  page  447)  indicates  a  continuance  of  the  improved  foreign 
market  for  American  cured  pork,  but  with  the  British  market  showing  a  ten- 
dency toward  lower  prices.     Such  conditions  during  July  and  August  in  that 
market  are  somewhat  seasonal,  but  the  downward  movement  of  recent  weeks  has 
placed  quotations  on  American  bacon  below  those  of  last  year,  while  American 
lard  continues  relative^-  weak.    Danish  bacon,  however,  retains  it's  price 
position  above  that  of  last  year,  as  do-js  American  ham.    Liverpool  stocks  of 
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"both  cured  pork  and  lard  at  the  end  of  August  were  lower  than  in  July,  "but 
considerably  larger  than  those  of  a  year  ago.    Additional  quantities  of  cared 
pork  from  Continental  countries  other  than  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands  have 
teen  attracted  to  the  British  market  in  recent  months.    In  Germany,  high  hog 
prices  continue  as  a  factor  in  attracting  pork  imports  larger  than  last  year, 
including  larger  shipments  of  American  "bacon  and  lard,  particularly  the  latter* 
lard  prices,  however,,  have  shown  no-  disposition  to  advance  materially  beyond 
recent  levels,  which  have  b-->en  below  those  of  last  year. 

Hog  :7umbers  and  Pork  Cons -jap t ion 

die  number  of  hogs  reported  for  1939  in  8  European  countries  is  about 
11  per  cent  below  that  of  1928.     Those  countries  include  each  important  pro- 
ducers as  Germany,  France,  Denmark,  Setherlands  and  Great  Britain.    The  only 
increase  noted  in  addition  to  that  of  Denmark  is  a  minor  onn  for  Belgium. 
In  7.  of  those  countries,  however,  total  breeding  sows  are  as  numerous  if  not 
more  so  in  1329  than  a  year  earlier.     The  number  in  -G-ermany  is  only  slightly 
below  that  of  1928,  while  increases  are  noted  for  France  and  Denmark.  Figures 
for  Russia  indicate  that  hog  numbers  have  risen  in  recent  years  to  exceed  the 
pre-war  level. 

In  the  United  States,  total  hog  numbers  this  year  are  about  9  per  cent 
below  1928  levels,  with  breeding  sows  down  about  5.7  per  cent  to  reach  the 
lowest  number  in  recent  years.    Complete  figures  on  other  important  geographi- 
cal divisions  are  lacking  for  recent  years,   hot  the  data  available  indicate  in- 
creases in  the  post-war  period  over  pre-war  years  in  Asia  and  Oceania.  Sew 
Zealand  has  been  sending  somewhat  larger  shipments  of  frozen  pork  to  Great 
Britain  in  recent  months.     In  South  America,  Argentina  appears  to  be  interested,, 
in  more  extensive  pork  production,  with  current  slaughter  larger  than  last 
year.     The  total  1928  figures  for  all  countries  of  the  world  reporting  at  that ' 
time,  including  Russia,  was  8.6  ner  cent  larger  than  in  1927  and  13,6  per  cent 
ahead  of  the  average  for  the  1909-1913  period.     See  tables,  pages 449 *  to  454. 

European  per  capita,  consumption  of  pork  and  lard  has  been  rising  with 
production  in  the  last  few  years,  but  in  1928  it  was  still  generally  below 
the  pre-war  level  except  in  Great  Britain.     In  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
1928  figures  were  still  below  the  high  levels  of  1924  and  1925,  but  materially 
above  the  pre— war  level.

United  States 

r/  Q     E°S  n^nbers  in  the  United  Str.tes  as  of  January  1  1929  were  placed  at 
54,95o,000  head  against  50,420,000  a  year  earlier.    "Outlook"  statements  have 
indicated  a  continued  favorable  domestic  hog  market  for* at  least  another  year. 
During  August  there  was  a  tendency  for  Federally  inspected  slaughter  to  rise 
above  the  May-June  levels.    From  November  1  to  July  31  1928-29,  total  Fed- 
erally inspected  slaughter  ran  4.3  per  cent  below  the  corresponding  months 
of  1927-29.     Coincident  with  the  somewhat  heavier  August  slaughter,  packers' 
and  shippers1  quotations  at  Chicago  declined  and  averaged  8.8  per  cent  below 
the  level  of  a  year  ago,  it  being  the  first  month  since  January  for  hog 
prices  to  go  below ihose  of  1928.    In  1925,  1925  and  1927,  hog  prices  eased 
oi_  in  August,    -"ast  year,  however,  irregular  marketing  created  an  unusual 
bulge  in  hog  prices.     Corn  prices  from  November  1928  through  August  1929 
were  lower  than  in  the  preceding  season.     The  upward  movement  of  recent 
months,  however,  put  the  August  average  of  No.  5  yellow  at  Chicago  almost 
up  to  levels  of  August  1928.     The  September  average  gives  indications  of 
exceeding  last. year's  figures. 

The  easier  tendency  in  domestic  lard  prices  was  checked  somewhat  in 
August  and  early  September.    The    August  average  for  prime  steam  ire  stern  lard 
at  Chicago,  however,  was  about  8  per  cent  under  that  of  last  year.  Stocks 
have  been  accumulating  since  last  May  in  spite  of  continued  heavier  exports. 
Stocks  in  cold  storage  at  the  end  of  August  were  below  July  figures  but 
larger  than  a  year  ago.    For  the  period  November  1-July  31  of  the  current 
pork  season,  total  lard  exports  from  the  United  States  were  13.2  per  cent 
larger  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  season,  but  at  lower  prices. 
Exports  to  Great  Britain,  the  largest  single  foreign  consumer  of  American 
lard,  were  1.5  per  cent  below  last  year's  figures,  "out  exports  to  Germany 
so  far  have  run  23.9  per  cent  ahead  of  1927«*23.     Substantial  increases  are 
noted  also  in  the  exports  to  the  Netherlands  and  Cuba.    On  a  fiscal  year 
basis,  preliminary  figures  for  the  year  ended  June  30  1929  indica.te  an  in- 
crease of  9  per  cent  over  total  lard  exports  for  1928,   and  larger  gains 
over  1925  and  1927.    The  current  figure  is  50.4  per  cent  larger  than  that 
of  1913.     See  table,  r>agc  457. 

In  cured  pork,  total  exports  from  the  United  States  to  July  31  of 
the  current  season  were  S.2  per  cent  larger  than,  those  of  the  corresponding 
part  of  the  1927-28  season.    The  share  going  to  Great  Britain  was  18.2  per 
cent  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  but  exports  to  Germany,  while  larger, 
in  recent  months,  showed  a  cumulative  total  to  July  31  29.2  per  cent  lower 
than  laSt  season.    Exports  to  Cuba  also  have  been  smaller  than  these  of 
1927-28.     The  calendar  year  ended  June  30  1929  shows  that  United  States 
bacon  exports,  including  Cumberland  sides,  wore  1.9  ^er. cent  larger  than 
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exports  for  the  preceding  12  months,  and  held  a  slightly  smaller  lead  over  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1927.     The  current  figures,  however,  are  considerably 
smaller  than  for  most  of  the  post-war  years  and  also  under  the  exports  of 
1913.     In  hams  and  shoulders,  exports  for  the  current  pork  year  to  July  31 
were  3.9  per  cent  under  the  corresponding  figures  for  1927-28. 

As  a  minor  importer  of  hogs  and  pork  products,  the  United  States 
is  interested  primarily  in  Canadian  production.     In  1927,  however,  the  total 
imports  of  live  hogs  and  pork  products,  including  lard,  amounted  to  about 
l/lO  of  1  per  cent  of  the  estimated  hogs  on  hand  and  pork  products  produced 
in  the  United  States  for  that  year.     In  1928  the  volume  of  such  imports  was 
even  smaller.     Canadian  records  show  that  the  exports  of  live  hogs  in  the 
United  States  for  the  calendar  year  1927  were  the  largest  since  1914.  Such 
exports  have  been  declining  from  1927  to  date.     No  1929  figures  on  Canadian 
hog  production  are  available  as  yet,  but  the  1928  figures  were  below  1927, 
and  indications  point  to  further  reductions  for  this  year.     Slaughter  in 
Canada  since  November  1928  has  been  below  that  of  the  preceding  pork  season.
